Speaking 

Twice As Much Today 

,No matter what the income level, it takes almost 
twice as much earnnigs today to maintain the same 
living level as in 1960, the Conference Board reports. 

Although the earning loss was great between 1960 
and 1970, it has accelerated In the past seven years as 
have the major factors causing earnings loss — inflation, 
higher taxes and spiraling social security contribution.s. 

In the past 16 years, a family of four which had an 
income of $10,000 in 1960 would have needed to increase 
the salary to $19,250 to maintain its purchasing power. 

On the $19,250 salary, $7,566 goes for rise in price.s, 
$3,080 for federal income and social .security taxes, with 
vaiiy ing amounts for state and local taxes depending upon 
where a person lives. 

The total take on taxe.s, nationwide, has declined 
.slightly as a percentage of total income, the Conference 
Board reports. In 1970 taxes took 21.1 per cent of income 
while in 1975 these tix)k 20.7 per cent, mainly due to a 
drop in federal taxes. 

The decline, however, may be temporary as the board 
attribuates it to high unemployment ag well as the tax 
credit legislation. 

The dollar was worth 55 cents in 1975 in terms of 
the 1960 dollar anef worth 72 cents in relation to the 
1970 dollar. 

Extend Re.venue Sharing 

Under legislation passed recently by the U.S. House 
of Representatives, city and local gowrnments in South¬ 
ern California will continue to receive Federal revenue 
sharing assistance funds over the next four years. Con¬ 
gressman Glenn M. Andersixn (D-Harbor City), a .sup- 
{jorter of the measure has announced. 

"Revenue sharing has proven to be a valuable a.s.set 
to state and local governments since its inception in 1972,” 
the former Lieutenant Governor said. "In many ca.‘es, it 
has kept increases in loCal and state taxes from being 
nece.ssary by augmenting the ability of these governments 
to provide public services.” 

The Fi.scal Assistance Amendments of 1976 provides 
for $24.96 billion in general revenue sharing funds over 
the next three and three quarter years — about $6.65 bil¬ 
lion annually. Most Los Angeles area governments will 
receive increases in their .share of funds for the next 
fiscal year. 

Los Angeles County will receive $91,015,907; file City 
of Los /Vn.gelc's will get $43,668,917; and Long Beach, $3,- 
539,916, Anderson said. 

Compton will be eligible for $1,499,123 under the 
revenue sharing extension, while Torranc-e will receive 
$1,175,308; Carson will rcK-eiv'e $834,660; Lomita, $84,367; 
and Avalon, on Catalina Island, will receive $32,515. 
Sierra Madre will receive about $52,000. 

”I was pleased to support this important bill during 
House consideration,” Anderson added. “Hopefully, the 
Senate will be able to act on it soon, so that it may be 
sent to the President's desk for his signature at the earliest 
possible date.” ( 

To Drop Social Security 

According to the staff of California's Little Hoover 
Commission, 138 cities and counties an,d> the State of 
Alaska have become .sfjcial .security "drop outs” in the 
la.st two years, and another 207 government entities have 
filed notice of their intent to follow suit. 

The reason for this exodus is the discovery that fed¬ 
eral .social security benefits, compared to contributions, do 
not match what can be obtained from other plans, in 
San Jose, for example, workers contribute three per cent 
less and receive benefits 25 per cent greater, since the 
city pulled out. The reason social security is not com¬ 
petitive is that it has built up a huge unfunded liability 
of pt'rhajjs $2 trillion which must be paid from current con¬ 
tributions. It doesn't take a geniug to design a plan, 
which .starting from scratch without past liabilities, will 
out perform social security (,\n a cost - benefit basis. 

As this basic fact becomes known, the current trickle 
of dropouts from the .system couli become a torrent. About 
ten p<‘r cent of workers covered by sixial sec;urity are pub¬ 
lic employc'es. Unlike private workers, they have the op¬ 
tion of leaving the sy.stem. It is no small irony that “vol¬ 
untary social security” has been castigated as a “far cut” 
idea i.nv'entcd by extremists, yet the idea ig already a 

reality _ but only for government employees. Doubtless 

many of their private sector counterparts would vote to 
leave the system given its deficit problems, but they don't 
have the option. 

Social security rights become fully vested after ten 
years. Some experts advise that it is advantageous to drop 
out after that period. The individual worker can then 
put his social security contribution (almost $900 this year) 
into another plan while retaining his vested benefits in 
the system. This approach makes one a potential 'bene¬ 
ficiary in two plans and frees dollars that would other¬ 
wise go to help pay off the social security dofidit. 

What does the dropout of public employee's mean to 
the private worker who must stay in and who as a tax¬ 
payer must pick up the tab if any social security financing 
ever comes from general revenues? The news is some 
gcx)d, but more bad. The good news is that the employer 
share of social security for public employees comes of 
c..;urse from tax dollars. As these workers leave the system, 
the employer may be able to .get by with a smaller con¬ 
tribution in a private plan providing comparable bene¬ 
fits. This will happen, however, only if employees don't 
succeed in maintaining the employer's dollar contribution 
through the 'bargaining process. Thus, the good news is 
b..'th marginal and uncertain. 

The bad news, however, is quite definite. If evety 
public' worker leaves social .security, employee contribu¬ 
tions to the swstem will dtrop by ten per cent. The re¬ 
maining workers from the private sector will be forced 
to pick up the entire tab to fund current benefits for 
persons retired on social security. Thus the effect would 
be a ten per cent rise in social security payments by pri¬ 
vate employees and employers, while public workers en¬ 
joy a probable decline tn iheir retirement contributions. 

The final irony Ig this: Government workers would 
enjry actuarially sound retirement plans on the private 
model, while private sector workers would be compelled 
to maintain membership in an unsound government plan.

A New Law 


All Fictitious Business Name Statements filed or reflled during the year 1971 will expire 
on December 31, 1976. If you filed your statement during 1971, California law requires you to 
prepare a nev/ statement and file it with the County Clerk before December 31, 1976. If the 
information in your new statement is different from the information which was in your 1971 
statement, the law also requires that the new statement be published in a legally qualified 
newspaper. The law provides that “the newspaper selectd for the publication of the state¬ 
ment should be one that circulates in the area where the business is to be conducted." (Sec. 
17917 — Business aqd Professions Code) 


Free Help From Your Newspaper 

As a service to local businesses, this newspaper will make avalable at no charge all 
necessary forms for refiling and we will refile your 1976 statement with the County Clerk, also 
at no charge. Bring a copy of your 1971 Fictitious Business Name Statement to our office. Our 
public noTTce department will assist you in completing the new form and will forward it to the 
County Clerk via our representative in the Los Angeles Civic Center. If you have misplaced 
your 1971 statement, we will arrange for a search of the County Clerk's tile to extract infor¬ 
mation which must be transferred to the 1976 form and to determine whether republication 
will be necessary. 


The Cost 


The County Clerk's statutory refiling fee is $10.00. If publication is necessary, our ad¬ 
vertising charge is $25.00. If there is no publication, your cost is only $10.00. if you want 
us to handle filing for you, please bring us your $10.00 check made payable to "Los Angeles 
County Clerk." Our forms and filing services are free, as explained above.
